Erasmas was born at Rotterdam te 1467. At 
nine years old, be was sent to school at Deves- 
ter, where be gave proofs of uncommon memory, 
thangh ” himee!{ as da doll 
scholar. He was lef; an orphan at the age of 
thirteee ; and bie guardians plundered bim of 
bie patrimony, and drove dim lato « conveat.— 
Young ss he was, he refused to part with his 
liberty for three years; and it was rot till his

bie constancy gave way, and he reluctantly en 
tered on h's year of prodaiion. 

The monastic fe suited hie health as little as 
his taste; ard, tm bis twenty-third yea, he, with 
the permission of his superiors, accepted an in- 
vitation to reside with the Archbishop of Com- 
bray. Thenes he went to Paris, where he gave 


England in 1497, where be mot with a reception 
that endeared the country to him, and made bim 
thenceforth fond of visiting t. In 1498, he ap 
pied himself closely to the Greek lsaguage, and 
said that, as soon as he coukt get any money, 
(whieh was a necessary we fad him continually 
iu want of ) be would first buy Greek books and 
then clothes. He seoms to have been fearful, 
at first, of burning his GQagers by meddling with 
theology, as if he bad had « kind of instinct that 
bis ingairies would lead bim away from received 
Opinions. In 151%, we find bis friend, Dean Co- 
let, roundly charging him with being too qnere- 


friends, sald, ‘I would have bonght me a cost 
to-day, bed I had the money.” ‘They,’ observes 
Seneca, ‘who then geve him what he wanted, 
showed their Nberality too late.’ Another, see- 
ing & friend who wes poor and sick, aud too mo- 
dost to make his wants known, put some money 
under his pillow while he was asleep. When ! 
used to read this ie my youth,” parsues Eras 
mus, “I was struck with the modesty 
of the one and the generosity of the other. But 
since you talk of bogging without shame, pray 
who can be more shameless than myself, who 
live in Eagtand on the footing of a public beggar? 
T have received so mach from the Arch-Bishop 
that it woald be scandalous to take any more of 
him, were he even to offer it. I asked N——— 
with enflicient assurance, avd be refused me 
even more roundly. Even our good friend, Lis- 
ere, thinks te too bold; and, though he knew 
my poor state of health, and thet I was leaving 
London with hardly s'x angels in my pocket, yet 
he arged me most preasicgty to spare the Arch- 
Bishop and Lord Mon'}»y, and advised me to re- 
trench, and learn to bear poverty with patience. 
A most friendly conseel, forsooth: While I hed 
health and strength I used to diasemble my po- 
verty, but now I cannot, unless I would risk my 
life.” 

In bis fortieth year he visited Italy ; then re. 
visited England, where his soquaintarce com. 
menaced with Sir Thomas More, for whose amuse- 
meat end his own he wrote his “ Morim Eaco- 
miom, or Praise of Folly.” At the request of 
the Cbaacellor of Cumbridge, be went to that 
University and read lectares is Greek and divi- 
ity. He retarned to the Low Conntries in 1514, 
and wes created Nomins! Counsellor to the 
Arch-Dake Charles, with » stipend The Prior 
of Eraewas’s Convent, at Steio, pow endeavored 
to recall him ; but he strongly resisted, defending 
his mode of life, which was infeed thet of « 
scholar, rather than of a monk. “I bave lived,” 
says he, “ among sober people, attached to my 
studies, which have preserved me from many 
vices. I have conversed with persons who had 
atrae love of Christianity, and from whose con 
versation I have derived great benefit. 1 wil! 
pot boast of my writings; but many have told 
me thet they have been mate by them sot only 
moro learned, bat more virtuous. I never loved 
money, nor was ambitions of glory or repatation 
Every time I have thongbt of returning to you, 
I have been dissuaded by the consideration that 
some of you would envy, and others (bate) me. 
I have recalied the tasipid and frivolous conver. 
sation I used to hear, without the least savor of 
Obristiantty in them; your sitogetber secular 
repasts, and your whole life taken ep in the ob- 
servance of I bave dered the 
infirmities of my own body— long « prey to be- 
rassing and dangerous disease and have felt 
that either I coald sot give you satisfaction, or 
that I must destroy myscolf in doing a. Bat 
perhaps you will say that it would be « sufficient 
happiners to die in a fraternity. Ales! you are 
mistaken, and almost all the world along with 
you. We make Christianity to consist in a drow, 

ing, aod im little oleervances. We look 
apon ® man as lost, who qaits bis white gar- 
ment for a bieck one, who wears « bat instead of 
@ bood, aad who often changes bis habitation 
May I not venture to affirm that the greatest 
mischief thet hes been does to the Ubristian re- 
ligion arises from these Re/sgieus (/rders, though

as one house, one family, one monastery, and 
all Cbristians as one brotherhood!

Sach a letter must have been highly unpaiete. 
ble to bis anperior; but Erasmus was beyond 
the reach of bis anger. About this time he visi 
ted Basle, and became seqysinted with Frobe 
pias, the printer; and bere, im 1516, be pad 
lished bis celebrated (jrcok and Latin New Tes- 
tament, which was boaght and read with avidity 
Trough be shrank trom joining the reformers, it 
was 8 common saying among the monks that 
“ Erasmne laid the egg and Luther hatebed it.” 
Cortsinly no man did more to diseredit the 
frauds and superstitions of his chareh. “I am 
Surprised,” he says to Wareham, in 1516, “ at 
the perverse jadgment of the mulititede. We 
kiss the old shoes aad dirty handkerchiefs of 
the saints, and neglect their books which are the 
more valuable aed holy relics.” Yot, to Wol 
sey, two years later, be endesvors to clear bim- 
s<if of apy connexion with the reformers. “These 
wretches,” says he, “ ascribe to Erasmas every- 
thing that is bed; aed confound the cause of |i- 
terature with that of Lather, though they in ree- | 
lity have no commexion.

He was next ongaged im bie costroversy with 
Lather, which did not redound much to bis 
credit, In cousequence of the public change of 
religion at Basie, he removed to Friberg, where 
he published am opistic agetast the reformers, tn 
which be asserted thet there were certain cases 
ia which they might lawfully receive capital pus- 
ishment as bisspreomers aad seditions 
He afterwards returned to Basie, whieh be left 
no more; and after prosecuting bis learned la- 
bors for « time, under the pressure of severe 
bodily s@ictions, he expired ia bie sixty-ainth 
year, surrownded by Protestant friends, ead 
dying mncd ass Protestant might, im everything 
bet in name. H» was the most omizest, though 
net the sole reviver of merutng ia his day, and is 
justly regarded a» one of tho great benefecters of 
bis age.
